Jenkin added, was:—Is the Hong 
Kong “Ma ‘Pak Leung” a branch 
of the “Ma Pak Leung” in Can- 
ton? 

Defendants appear to have their 
head office in Fatshan, Mr. Jenkin 
continued, distilleries at -Fati (a 
suburb of Canton) and Miao, and 
twelve branches at Canton, Fatshan, 
Swatow, Macao, Singapore, Soura- 
baya, and Shanghai. 

Tt'is alleged that there were 
transactions precedent to that men- 
tloned in the note. That note was 
given to plaintiff in Canton, said 
Mr. Jenkin, and is therefore assum- 
ed to have been made in Canton. 

Objection on Stamping — 

When Mr. Jenkin handed the note 
to. his Lordship (as an incident in 
his opening and not as “putting in” 
in evidence), Mr. Alabaster asked 
his Lordship to note an objection 
that the note had not been properly 
stamped. when the action was com- 
menced. His Lordship replied that 
Mr. Alabaster could argue later 
when Mr. Jenkin “put it in” At 
present the note would not be mark- 
ed as an exhibit. 

At another stage his Lordship 
“asked Mr. Alabaster if he (counsel) 
‘was raising the point that his Lord- 
ship “had anticipated might have 
been raised from. the time he came 
to Hong.

London.—The research work carried 
on by Lloyd's, Register was never more 
important than -it ts to-day, says: the 
“Journal of Commerce.” Apart from 
its revision of the ruleg for the safety 
of lives and property at, sea, it is pay- 
ing special attention to preventing 
any too heavy new burdens being 
placed on shipowners. Close watch- 
fulnesa in this direction was never so 
necessary as it is to-day, with the 
steady growth- of foreign shipping 
competition, 

A group of experts at the Registry 
is now carrying on a special inves- 
tigation into the excessive corrosion 
which has been causing very scrious 
foncern in the case of some. oil tank= 
ers. Dr. B. C. Laws is making voy- 
ages on passenger and cargo vessels, 
gathering data on the behaviour of 
ships under severe conditions of 
weather and loading. : 

These facts and other interesting 
comments were made during a speech 
by Mr. Andrew Scott, secretary of the 
Lloyd’s Register, at the thirty-fifth 
annual reunion and dinner of Wloyd’s

Deceased came of a Nanking 
family, but was born in Tientsin 
in.

Univer- 
sitq. From 1919 .to 1921 he was 
employed in the firm of Murphy 
and Dana, achitects, of New 
York, during ‘which time he was 
responsible for the designing of 
the Ginling College Group at Nan.

purposes, . 

In 1921 Mr. Lu returned to 
Shanghai and won a competition 
for the design of the Shanghai 
Bankers’ Association — Building 
and in 1925 he received his first 
prize in the competition for a de-.

Counterfeit’ forgeries of wrap- 
pers for electric, torches and. ac- 
companying batteries, both of the 
products of the Eveready Com- 
pany and the Winchester Repeat- 
ing Arms Company of America 
have. been discovered and con- 
fiscated in Canton atthe in- 
stance of the legal representative 
in China of the -two .firms con-- 
cerned, Mr. N.-T, Allman, 

Mr. ‘Allman when in Shanghai 
found torches being sold in a large 
number of Chinese Shops, that 
were’ a very clever imitation of 
the American: ‘product. They 
were sold in cartons which were 
identical in their colouring to the 
American make, the instructions 
as to use being the same, and the 
only difference being in the name 
of the factory. 


Located in Canton 

The torches themselves .were 
exact replicas of the American 
manufacture, 

Mr. Allman eventually located 
the source of production in Can- 
ton, He then left for Canton, 
where the shops were flooded with 
batteries with counterfeit labels. 

These labels were apparently a 
lithographic imitation of the 
originals. The Chief of: Police im-. 
mediately issued search warrants 
and a raid was made on-two print- 
ing establishments with. the re- 
sult that between 5,000 and 6,000 
unused labels, both of the Ever: 
eady and the Winchester, wére 
seized. 

The defendants were arrested, 
given a preliminary hearing in 
the courts, and sent for trial. .

The leaders at 
Nanking appear fully aware of the 
fact that the radio may be one of 
the most powerful forces in’ the 
education of the Chinese masses,

Reports from several ats of the 
state that broadcasting 
stations are being built, and that 
the people are being encouraged to 
buy receiving sets wherever they 
can afford to do so. At present, 
not one person in a thousand can 
afford even the cheapest set, but 
hundre¢s—¢ather—around _ the 
shops which have installed sets, to 
Hsten to any programmes which 
are broadcast. — 

Nanking itself is the centre of 
the broadcasting campaign. Up to 
this time, the emphasis has- been 
upon propaganda rather than en- 
tertainment, and the programmes 
maintain a deadly seriousness 
which might prove fatal in any 
country. It is believed. likely 
that an effort to lighten the pro- 
grammes will soon be made. 

Weekly Memorial Services 

The chief functions at Nanking 
including the weekly memorial ser- 
vices for the late Dr, Sun Yat-sen, 
are now regularly broadcast, and 
are picked up and relayed by su- 
bordinate stations in several pro- 
vinces. Chiang Kai-shek, chairman 
of the central government, Marshal 
Feng Yu-hsiang, and other notables 
speak regularly over the radio to 
a growing audience. = 

Until the Nationalists gained 
control of the country, it was 
illegal to own even receiving sets 
in the country, and it~is -only re 
cently that regulations have been 
promulgated governing the use of 
sets These ‘regulations are 
similar to those in western coun- 
tries which require . licences for 
receiving sets. * 

A recent, report from Kaifeng, 
the ultra-conservative capital of 
Honan province, states that a 
broadcasting station is being erect- 
ed, there, under the patronage df 
Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang.

telephony, so that they can talk to 
each other in battle,

work together on the battlefield 
like a football team on the play- 
ing-field. For, even if the full 
potential value is not realised in 
practice, no team works so per- 
fectly-on the football field«as it 
should “in theory, not even in 
American football, with its 
elaborate system of signals.

There is reason to believe; writes 
a political correspondent at_Home, 
that Mr. Churchill, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and his advisers 
are exploring the ‘possibility of im- 
portant-changes in motor taxation 
in the coming Budget. 

It was stated in mail week that 
trade experts had been consulted 
as to the effect’on the motor, in- 
dustry of. some such step as a 50 
per cent. reduction in the horse- 
power tax, with an addition to the 
petrol. tax to make up the de- 
ficiency. : 
| Trade authorities state that the 
first effect of this change in taxa- 
tion. would be to encourage British 
‘firms to build motor-cars ‘of -higher 
power for ‘export to countries 
where high engine power is neces- 


.|sary. American. cars lead in the 


race for sales abroad by reason of 
‘their greater horse-power. ; 

Further it would remove the 
present handicap on the sale of 
used cars of considerable power. 

A change of the kind suggested 
would meet the views of the motor- 
ing organisations, which have 
been pressing for the removal of 
the tax on the car and its restora- 
tion’ to the petrol. . 

Mr. Churchill, it~ is predieted, 
will find his opportunity of taxa-| 
tion relief very limited, as it. is 
expected that the accounts for this 
year will not do more than balance, 
even though a deficit may be 
avoided.. :
